Ickenefſes are of divers kindes, 
and proceed from divers cauſes, 
bavetheir divers Signes, and their 
divers Remedies, as I have ſhewed 
in my bookes : But to come neereft 
cothe marke of curing, letme per-

few? obſervations. 

Firſt, to remember that all ſicke- 
neſſes in Horſes, come cither by 
Heates, in over-violent exerciſe ; 
and then is the Greaſe molten, the 
heart overſtrained , the vitall blood 
expelled outward, and the large 
Pores and Orifices of the heart fo 
ſtopped, that the {| irits cannot re» 
tu:nebackero their proper places, 
but counfound and mortific. 

Or elſeby Colds, inindiſcreete 
keeping either before or after exer-, 
ciſe,and then is the head perplexed 
the eyes pained, the rootes of the 
tongue ſwelled, the Lungs tickled 
and offended withrheumatick mot- 
ſture,occafioning coughing,and the 
noſtrils ſtill powring out feby and 
corrupt matter. 

Or elſe by Surfeir of Food, in ci- 
ther catingtoomuch, or too little 
oftharwhich is good; or ingiving . 
any thing at all ofthat which 1s un- 
wholeſome, The firſt kils the ſto- 

B 3 macke, 
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macke oppreſſeth the heart, *and 
ſends up thoſe evill fumes into the 
head, by which is ingendred the 
—_—— and other mor- 
rall diſeaſes. The ſecond putrefies 
the blood, and turnes all nouriſh- | 
ment into corruption,from whence 
proceedes the Yellowes, and other 
ſuch like peſtilent diſeaſes, which 
ſuffocating the hearr, ſpreads it ſclfe 
univerſally over the whole body, 
and confounds every faculty ard 
membcr, 

Or laſtly,by Accidents, as when 
a Horſe recciveth ſome gricyous 
and deepe wound, cjcher in his bo- 
dy cr elſe in ſome other vitall and 
dangerous part, by which nature is 
ſo offended that inſtantly a generall 


ſickeneſle ſeazeth upon the Horſe 
and (if not prevented) death ſud- 
denly followeth: and theſe ſicknef- 
ſes, are called Accidental Feavers, 
for if you obſerve it, you ſhall finde 
.the Horſe ſometimes trembling,

the Sickeneſſes, if it proceed 
fromthe firſt occaſion, which is 
Heates , thenthe ſignes are theſe. 
Firſt, heavineſl: of countenance, 
ſwelling in the limbes, ſcomring or 
looſeneſſe of body inthe beginning 
of the ſickeneſle,and drinefle or co- 
ſtiveneſſe 1n the latter end : ſhore 
breath and hot, anda loathing or 
forſaking of his meate.

If itproceed from the third oc- 
caſion,which is Surfeite of pany 
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The Faithfull Farrier » 
nd Driskes, either naturall or un- 
zaturall, thenthe ſignes are theſe :

nce, in ſuch a violent manner 
bat the Horfe can bardly lift his 
Gead fronythe maunger, a dull and

Pace, - (if £9 Jijcaſe bee res.

haviour, as biting the Racke and 
{aunger,and at ſuch as ſhall come 
about him, ſomerimes biring at

Now if the ſickneſle be not ver 
contageous and dangerous, yeu thai 
not dniniicr aty potion unto him 
that day, becauſe the veine being 
opecned,and all the humours,powers, 
and faculties of the body di 
it will be a double vexation to the 
ſpirits to have the working ofthe 
Potion alſo, therefore in this caſe 
the ſickneſſe not being violent, you 
may forbeare further adminiſtra! i. 
on, and onely after the Horſe hath 
faſted as before ſaid, you ſhal give 
bim ſuch foodas he willcate, whcy 
ther it be Hay,Bread,or Corne;, and 
alwaycs p1O-ide that it be ſhorg, 
ſavory, ſweete,dry, and cleane dreſt : 
as for the quantity it matters not, 
for a (mall pittance will mainetaine 
life;and humour is now to the horſe 
as food, beſides, emprirefſe is no 
great diſpleaſure, 

Ar high Noone you ſhall give 
him a {wcete Maſh of Malt and 

Wae 
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Water made in this manner. 

Take halfe __ of good Malt 
well ground,and put it into a payle 
by it ſelfe, then take a gallon of

Next there is the perfume of 
Brimſtone, either fimple of it (clfe 
and purupon the fire , or elſe com- 
pound with another body, as Butter;

! needes confeſle is a ſharpe perfume, 
| and evacuateth much foule matter, 
and diflolverh the thickeſt matter 
intothin water : But yet you mult 
know that there is in this Sulphure; 
or Brimftone, a certaine earthy and 

oyſonous quality, which not one- 
| ly doth offend the vitall parts, but 

is Ho moſt malignant and injurious 
both to the eyes of Manand Beaſt, 
ſothat like 4argery Goodcowe, if it 
have one vertue,yettwo vices attend 
it, 
I Thenthere are the Perfumes 6f 
Afthe Stalkes of Onions, Garlicke, 
Leekes, Muſtardſeed, and the like; or 
he Perftime of the fruites theme 
D ſelves 
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ſelveseither burnt or boyled , but 
thcle are alſo great enemies to the 
eyes of an Horle,{o that I can by no 
meanes allow them, eſpecially for 
this reaſon, becauſe that generally 
all theſe inward fickneflesin Horſes | 
doe moſt of all affli the head and 
eyes, towhich theſe things are ene- | 
mics, | 

Alſo there is the Perfume of | 
bear, Peny-rojall, and Sage, boyled | 
cill the rheate burſt and (o put it in- } 
to a Bagpe faſtered about the Hor- 
ſes noſe. This I muſt confeſle is the 
beſt of many, yet it is much too 
weake for a ſtrong infirmity,and the } 
Peny-0yall hath > — that is of- 
fcnſive. 

As theſe,fo I could nominatedi- 
verſe other, but none ſo excellent as 
the firſt of all preſcribed, and there- 
fore to it I referre you. 

After your Horſe hath beene well | 
famed, as beforcſaid, you ſhall

the {imple Corofives, are Roch-Al- 
lome,burnt or unburnt, Red Corall, 
Mercury fublimed, &c. The com- 
pound, are Vonguentum Apoſtolo- 
rum, Vnguentum «Egyptiacum, and 
Vnguentum Coraceum, with ©- 
thers. 

Medecines PutrefaQive, arc your 
ArTenick,Reſalgar,Chriſocollo, and 
Aconitum. 

Medecines fon are Cauſticke, 
are ſtrong Lye,Lime, Vitriol , Aqua-

Corofives areweaker then Putre- 
faQives, and Putrefadtives are wea- 
kerthan Cauſtickes.

His is a noyſome offence inthe 
Sommer time, therefore when 
you finde the trouble thereof, take 
Arſcſmart, aad ſtcepe it in running 
water, and make it exceeding ſtrong 
of the Herbe,and therewith ſprinkle 
and waſh the Horſeall oyer, and no 
Fly willtouch him a ſecond time. 
The Ivy,or Rue,or Herbe of Grace
